How are the jurors selected for jury 


service? Do they have to be a property 
owner? Do they have to be an eligible 
voter? I know people who have never been 
summoned, and I have already been called 
twice this year. 


Procedures vary slightly from court to 


court, but the names of prospective jurors 
for District Court in Navarro County are 
pulled from a large steel drum called a 
"jury wheel," Dist. Judge Donald 
Nicholson explained. 


That drum, kept in the district clerk's 


safe, contains the names of the estimated 
14,000 to 15,000 registered voters in the 
county, their addresses and their age. 
When the court needs a jury panel, the 
judge issues an order so stating to both the 
district clerk and the county sheriff. 


Each of those officers holds one of the 


two keys needed to open that drum. They 
meet with the judge at a designated time 
and draw out the names required to create 
a jury panel, usually 100 names per needed 
jury. 


You do not have to own property to serve 


on a jury, but you must be a resident of the 
county, be a qualified voter, be over 18- 
years of age, and have never been con- 
victed of a felony. You also must not be 
under indictment for a felony or for a I 
misdemeanor involving moral turpitude I 
(such as theft), be able to read and write, | 
be of good sound mind and moral 
character, and you must not have served 
six consecutive days on a district court 
jury within the last six months or six 
consecutive days on a iipunty jury within 
the last three months. 


The selection of any name depends on 


random chance, Nicholson said, because 
all names drawn are put back into the jury 
wheel after being listed, making those 
names eligible again the next time.

The school board is currently involved in

Therefore, Lindsey said, only seats 


which have become hazardous have been 
replaced. Lindsey acknowledged that, in 
comparison to other communities, the 
local field could use some improving but 
said the board bases the district's 
priorities on the desires of the community. 


Cities such as Bryan, Killeen and 


Temple, he said, build superior facilities 
because the citizens there want those 
facilities enough to support bond issues or 
higher taxes to pay for them. 


"It's just a matter of priorities," Lind- 


sey said. "We would be willing to develop 
plans about Tiger Field as our community 
deems necessary. But it has to be sup- 
ported and needed by the community." 


How would we find out if an old bank 


note is authentic and valuable? We have 
one dated 1840, made out to an individual, 
and on each end of the note are pictures of 
six men including Benjamin Franklin. The 
reverse side is blank. It is a $1,000 note. 


The Bureau of Government Financial 


Operations, a division of the Department 
of the Treasury's Fiscal Service branch, 
says your note is worthless. 


That note, which they describe as 


"$1,000 note issued by the Bank of the 
United States No. 8894, payable to G.W. 
Fairman," is a part of a national ad- 
vertising campaign and has no value. 


According to the Treasury Department, 


"The Bank of the United States held a 
charter from the state of Pennsylvania in 
1840. 
Its Federal charter, which was 


granted in 1816, expired in 1836. The Bank 
went into liquidation in 1841 with great 
losses to its stockholders and depositers. 
All of its issues were obligations of the 
Bank, and not the State or Federal 
Government." 


The Treasury Department also said that 


they would ordinarily have no way of 
identifying such notes not issued or 
redeemable by the Treasurer, but they had 
a number of inquiries about this one and so 
investigated it. 


About 7 a.m. one morning last week I 


had to stop on Hwy. 75 to wait for the 
Cotton Belt train to pass. It was 29 minutes 
later that I could finally proceed. Most of 
this time was spent waiting on a train that 
was absolutely still. Isn't there some way 
that the public can protest this waste of 
our time and the expense of idling our cars 
on these sub-freezing mornings? 


The Corsicana City Code provides for a 


fine not to exceed $200 for any train which 
blocks an intersection for more than five 
minutes. Chapter 24, section 17, paragraph 
"J" reads: "It shall be unlawful for any 
officer, agent or employe of any railway 
company to willfully obstruct for more 
than five (5) minutes at any one time any 
street by permitting their train to stand on 
or across such crossing." 


Police Chief Don Massey said four trains 


within the last month have been issued 
citations for obstructing intersections for 
longer than permitted by law. The main 
problem is in the police catching the 
trains, he said. 


Incidentally, trains are also subject to 


speed laws and can be issued speeding 
tickets just as any driver in the city. Speed 
limit on all the tracks in the city limits is 30 
mph, and the trains have been stopped and 
ticketed by police. 
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Deliquent taxes costing CISD $40,000 per

A tenth of the 
taxpayers 


within 
the 
Corsicana 


Independent School District are 
costing the rest about $40,000 a 
year these days because they 
don't pay their taxes, school 
administrators say. 


Unpaid taxes dating back to 


1942 total a staggering $390,299, 
district records show. Those 
taxes were levied against real 
estate, automobiles and per- 
sonal property, but never paid 
by the owners of that property. 


Until 1968, when the rate of 


valuation was increased from 33 
per cent to 50 per cent, that 
averaged out a $2,051 a year 
loss. But beginning in 1968, the 
average yearly loss jumped to 
$39,719. 


And, in spite of the retaining 


of a delinquent tax attorney who 
collects those accounts for 15 


per cent of what is owed, last 
year was the worst year yet for 
delinquent accounts, with the 
district anticipating but not 
getting $123,239 in taxes. 


Some of that amount, tax 


Assessor-Collector 
George 


Caperton said, will likely be 
collected still, but if it is not 
collected within a year then the 
district looses on the deal. 


"If we collect within one year 


after taxes are due," he said, 
"then the district, doesn't loose 


anything because the penalty 
and interest charges pay the 
attorney fee. After that, there's 
no way for us to break even." 


Caperton stressed that most 


people do pay their real estate 
taxes, about 96 per cent total, 
but barely more than half the 
taxpayers pay their automobile 
taxes. 


Those taxes could account for 


some $55,000 in revenue to the 
local district, if they were paid. 
But, Caperton said, only about 


60 to 65 per cent of the car 
owners in the district pay those 
taxes each year. 


"Automobile taxes are the 


hardest to collect," he noted. 
"For some reason, people just 
think they don't have to pay 
them." 


Caperton said the district has 


thought of eliminating that tax 
and making up for it with an 
adjustment to the real tax, but 
that if another lawsuit arose it 
would count against the district

Lewis Palos, who is currently 


investigating the case, said he is 
"definitely" looking into links 
between the two incidents, but 
said he has so far found nothing 
beyond timing to tie the two 
together. 


"It's odd that these things

together," Palos said. "We're 
certainly not ruling out any 
possible link." 


He asked that anyone with 


information about either in- 
cident contact him or school 
authorities.

He sited a portion of Vernon's 


Civil Statutes dealing with the 
auto tax as proof that such is, 
indeed, a valid tax. That law 
notes that there "is no law 
which exempts the automobile 
of family for taxation on the 
same basis as other property in 
the district." And, that statute 
further 
states, 
the 
only 


exemption from suit is if the tax 
totals less than $25. 


But, 
unlike real property, 


family automobiles may not be 
seized for uncollected taxes, 
although suit may be filed 
against an individual who does 
not pay. 


In its continuing effort to 


collect some of these back 
taxes, the schools go to district 
court Dec. 12th with a dozen 
suits filed by the Austin law 
firm of McCreary & Huey 
against delinquent accounts. 


Many of these suits involve 


combined actions by the schools 
and the city and may also in- 
volve the county, because most 
delinquent accounts also owe 
another taxing entity. Those 
coming before the courts in- 
clude a former deputy sheriff, a 
furniture dealer and a man who 
hasn't paid a cent on some 
property since 1948. 


Caperton said that once a suit 


is filed, the delinquent accounts 
often come in and offer to pay 
out their back taxes. That, he 
said, is usually arranged but the 
suits against the individuals are 
not dropped. 


Rather, he said, they are 


passed over by the court at the 
request of the schools. Then, in 
the event that the promised 
payments are never made, the 
suits are still pending. 


Caperton said there was little 


else the district could do to 
collect what is owed them 
beyond what they are already 
doing. He noted that some 


year 


schools publish the names of 
everyone owing back taxes with 
the hope that such will en- 
courage payment, but that that 
had never been tried locally. 


But any way you look at it, he 


said, it is the taxpayers who pay 
their taxes who suffer because 
of those who don't.

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Malakoff: its growth brings problems

MALAKOFF — Trying to provide 


services in light of the rapid growth it 
has experienced and is still anticipating 
is the biggest problem facing the city of 
Malakoff, according to Mayor Buddy 
Thompson, 


"All of the small towns like Malakoff 


have started 
to grow recently," 


Thompson said. "The people out of the 
metropolitan 
areas 
have 
started 


coining down and we have businesses 
opening here regularly. We've had 
seven new businesses open here in 
Malakoff just in the past three mon- 
ths," he said. 


Thompson thinks Cedar Creek Lake 


is responsible for a good deal of 
Malakoff's growth. "The City of 
Malakoff has probably realized more 
from Cedar Creek Lake than any other 
city in the area," he said. "Not only has 
our population jumped from 1,800 to 
2,800 since the lake has been built, but 
the weekend people bring in a lot of 
money, and we don't have to provide 
services for them," he said. 


HOWEVER, Thompson says that 


rapid growth has left the city short on 
several important services. "If a city 
has an adequate tax base and a good 
workable budget and stays within the 
maintainence that's established by that 
budget then it doesn't have any 
problems," Thompson, said. "But this 
is the first year we've had a workable 
budget in Malakoff since the con- 
struction of the lake." 


An example of problems Malakoff is 


facing is that the city has no doctor. 
"We have tried everything in the world 
to get a doctor but we can't find one," 
Thompson said. "And since Trinidad 
doesn't have a doctor either, if a kid 
gets sick in the night we have to take 
him to either Corsicana or Athens. We 
also have a problem in that around 45 
per cent of our people are retired and 
living on fixed incomes. With no doctor, 
you can see the trouble they have," he 
said. 


Thompson 
said 
the 
Malakoff 


Industrial Foundation has formed a 
committee to try and find a doctor but 
has been unsuccessful so far. "A young 
doctor could write his own ticket here in 
Malakoff. We're prepared to j|"iild a 
clinic or whatever we need, but it seems 
like all the young doctors are going to 


the big cities," he said. 


ANOTHER AREA the city has come 


up short in is water and sewers. "We 
recently got a loan from the Texas 
Water Quality Board for $575,000 to help 
take care of our sewage problems," 
Thompson said. "We have 30 years to 
repay the loan, so we don't expect any 
problems there. But we have also 
received a $200,000 grant from the EPA 
for construction of a new sewage 
treatment plant, and we sold $325,000 
worth of bonds on the public market to 
build a 10-inch water line from one end 
of town to the other. So we have a lot of 
work ahead," he said. 


Construction of that water line won't 


solve the city's water problems either, 
Thompson said. "We had originally 
hoped to build a number of feeder lines 
off the main water line to provide ad- 
ditional fire protection, but we just 
couldn't afford it. So we'll build the one 
line through town and do the rest when 
our bond situation is to the point where 
we can afford to pay as we go," he said. 


Fire protection has caused a great 


deal of concern in Malakoff. Not enough 
fire plugs exist, and some areas o? town 
have no plugs at all, Thompson said. "I 
think next year we'll have to increase 
our taxes a little to provide for a new 
fire truck and build a fire station in the 
west end of town. Those people have 
never had any real fire protection at 
all," he said. 


POLICE protection has also suffered 


as the city has grown, but Thompson 
thinks the city may have that problem 
whipped. "We have two full time police 
officers, one under a federal grant, plus 
one reserve officer and we're in the 
process of getting another one," he 
said. "We've found that this program of 
using reserve 
officers has really 


helped. A lot of these guys are really 
interested in police work and will ride 
with an officer and help any way that 
they can. They help out at football 
games and funerals and things that 
don't normally require a certified of- 
ficer who carries fire arms," he said. 


However, Thompson said the city 


does need a second police car. "We 
definitely are restricted by only having 
one police car, and the city council has 
been looking into this at the last couple 
of meetings," Thompson said. "We 
have enough money in the budget to buy

one but I can't seem to convince the 
council of that. They've never had a 
budget before, so they're naturally 
cautious," he said. 


THOMPSON said growth has also left 


the city far behind in its street repair. 
Many Malakoff streets have no signs, 
and as far as Thompson knows, no 
names either. But worse than that, the 
streets are inadequately surfaced. "We 
have to find some way to start repairing 
streets' on a permanent basis with 
either cold mix, asphalt or concrete or 
something," he said. 


"But the cost is prohibitive. We 


looked into repairing just one stretch of 
our busiest street in town — Dewey 
Street — and to just resurface three- 
fourths of a mile, with no curb and 
gutter work, would have cost around 
$48,000. We just don't have that kind of 
money," he said. "So like the typical 
East Texas town, we use oil dirt, which 
is money wasted. It's just a temporary 
thing. We've got 
to the point that 


we can afford to go in and lay a good 
base for some permanent streets, even 
if we don't lay but three or four feet a 
year," he said. 


TAXING the citizens to pay for new 


streets may be a big problem however, 
as the Malakofi Independent School 
District is already involved in a court 


case concerning its taxes. The school 
district reevaluated all of its property 
last year, and several citizens have 
taken the district to court over that 
reevaluation.' 'The problem here is that 
our local fund assignment was $75,000 
last year and will be $258,000 year after 
next," Thompson said. "The question 
the superintendent and the school board 
are asking is 'what do you want us to 
do?' They're going to have to raise their 
taxes again if the state legislature 
doesn't change the law," he said. 


Thompson said he sees only three 


possible solutions to the problems 
facing the school district. "First, we 
can consolidate with another school 
which wouldn't help anything because 
we'd 
still have the same tax base, 


basically. Second, we can lower the 
standards of education offered, cut out 
some 
programs, 
release 
some 


teachers, withdraw and quit trying to 
provide the best service that we can. 
And, for God's sake, we can't do that 
This town can't afford to withdraw. We 
have to grow. So if the third alternative 
requires paying higher taxes, then let's 
have at it," he said. 


Thompson said he thinks there is a 


solution to the problem with the school 
district and with all the other problems 
the city is facing. "We have to get the 
state legislature to realize that we have 
to tax on services and not ad valorem 
taxes," he said. "Ad valorem taxes are 
way out of date. Years ago everybody 
thought wealth was based on property. 
But today there are too many people 
who have children going to school that 
have no property. So they ride free. We 
need to tax on a services rendered 
basis. A set tax to send a kid to school. A 
set tax for police protection. A set tax 
for other city services. That's the only 
fair way," he said. 


"RIGHT NOW, if a guy has no 


property, the only tax he pays is a sales 
tax. We have to convince the legislature 
that the time for ad valorem taxing Is 
coming to an end," he said. 


But with all of Its problems, Thomp- 


son sees Malakoff as a healthy city. 
"We're in no distress financially and if 
we can ever finish the programs we 
started right now, we'll be In good 
enough shape that we can handle the 
many more people we expect TO have 
here in the near future," he said. 


Jailhouse lawyers 


have time to learn 


The odds are against them, 


the courts discourage them, 
and prosecutors and public de- 
fenders disapprove of their le- 
gal dabbling. Still, jailhouse 
lawyers are growing in large 
numbers. 


They have something they 


want to say. They are broke 
and can't afford a lawyer. They 
don't like their court-appointed 
public counsel. They want to 
learn about the law. They have 
lots of time. 


Lynette "Squeaky" Fromme, 


convicted of attempting to as- 
sassinate President Ford, chose 


to represent herself "in propria 
persona," 
as lawbooks call 


being one's own attorney. The 
court heard her views on ecolo- 
gy and a variety of other sub- 
jects before the privilege was 
revoked. 


Other notables handling their 


own cases have included Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army mem- 
bers Russell Little and Joseph 
Remiro, convicted of murder- 
ing Oakland Schools Supt. Mar- 
cus Foster; and former Univer- 
sity of California philosophy 
professor Angela Davis, who 
was 
acquitted 
of 
murder 


charges stemming from allega- 
tions she supplied the gun used 
in a San Rafael, Calif., court- 
room shootout. 


Judges prefer to keep such 


cases to a minimum, fearing 
too many will clog the court ca- 
lendar 
with 
lengthy semi- 


competent legal wrangling. 


"The court discourages it 


(self-representation)," 
said 


Joan Mclntosh of the public de- 
fender's office in Fresno, Calif. 
"It puts the courts in the posi- 
tion of teaching defendants the 
law." In the past, jailhouse 
lawyers had to convince a 


judge they were competent to 
handle their own defense, but 
as a result of a ruling handed 
down by the U.S. Supreme 
Court last June, a defendant 
need only be warned of the pos- 
sible consequences if he pro- 
ceeds on his own without a law- 
yer. 


"Now you can have it for 


wanting it," said Stuart R. 
Rappaport, chief of the trial di- 
vision of the Los Angeles public 
defender's office. But he warn- 
ed: "Almost anybody who rep- 
resents himself is going to be 
convicted." 


Since the Supreme Court 


ruled on June 30 that Anthony 
Pasquall Faretta of Los Ange- 
les had the right to be his own 
attorney the number of jail- 
house lawyers has tripled in 
Los Angeles County. 


In other urban areas, the re- 


cent trend also has been toward 
more prisoner self-representa- 
tion, according to a spot survey 
by The Associated Press. Cu- 
mulative nationwide figures 
were not available. 


"It's very fair to say that 


more residents of state prisons 


are seeking (their own) court 


relief following their conviction 
than in past years," said a 
prison official 
in Massachu- 


setts, where a prisoners rights 
suit three years ago resulted in 
the creation of law libraries in 
jails and prisons throughout the 
state. 


Jailhouse 
lawyers 
inter- 


viewed complain that public de- 
fenders are overloaded with 
cases and go along too readily 
with judges and prosecutors in 
bargaining for a guilty plea by 
the client. 


Will big business 


and election halt 


consumer bills? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Justice Department has as- 
signed a special committee to 
push for changes intended to 
promote business competition 
and benefit travelers, television 
viewers and many other con- 
sumers. 


But some officials fear that 


election-year pressure from big 
business may cause Congress 
and possibly the White House to 
delay that effort and other re- 
forms in the antitrust laws. 


The centerpiece of the attack 


is an effort to diminish the 
power of government 
regu- 


latory agencies to set rates and 
operating conditions in tlie in- 
dustries they control. Depart- 
ment 
officials 
believe 
the 


agencies, which have developed 
since the 1930s, too often side 
against consumers and shield 
existing businesses from the 
pressures of competition. 


There are conflicting esti- 


mates about the financial im- 
pact on consumers if the de- 
partment succeeds in the drive 
to reduce government regu- 
lation of industries which ac- 
count for about one-twelfth, or 
$120 billion, of the U.S. econo- 


my annually. 


Department officials say they 


consider it's reasonable to as- 
sume that regulated industries 
charge about 10 per cent more 
than if they faced normal com- 
petitive pressures. 


By that estimate, consumers 


might save as much as $12 bil- 
lion a year if those industries 
lost the protection of most gov- 
ernment regulations. 


While the department argues 


for more competition, those 
who support the 
regulatory 


agencies contend that some in- 
dustries are so vulnerable to fi- 


nancial failure that they could 
not survive cut-throat com- 
petition and the public would 
lose vital services. 


The supporters also say that 


government regulation is neces- 
sary to insure that some com- 
panies, such as the airlines, 
serve 
communities 
needing 


them even though some oper- 
ations may lose money. 


Some administration officials 


blame intense industry lobbying 
for a significant but little-no- 
ticed defeat which the House 
Rules Committee delivered to 
the antitrust reform drive last 


month. 


Other 
House and 
Senate 


members may bow to the in- 
dustry pressure unless there is 
a greater public demand for 
the proposed reforms, the offi- 
cials said. 


At any rate, the department 


has made "a long-term com- 
mitment" to the reform effort 
with creation of the special 
committee in the antitrust divi- 
sion, said Jonathan C. Rose, a 
deputy assistant attorney gen- 
eral who is responsible for the 
its operation. 


The reform movement in- 


volves these proposals: 


—Legislation lifting many of 


the restrictions on industries 
subject to government regu- 
lation. These include truck and 
bus lines, cable television, and 
the major airlines. 


—Legislation which could ap- 


ply antitrust laws to the agri- 
culture 
and 
insurance 
in- 


dustries for the first time. 


—Legislation 
authorizing 


state attorneys general to sue 
antitrust violators for triple 
damages on behalf of the citi- 
zens of a state.

NF.W YORK (AP) -- Trans- 


portation Secretary William T. 
Colernan .Jr. says top priority 
in solving the nation's trans- 
portation problems must be 
given to urban mass transit 
and systems lhal can he oper- 
ated by the private sector in 
the most efficient manner. 


In an interview with The As- 


sociated Press, Coleman said 
mergers of rail and air lines 
should be encouraged and re- 
strictions that keep railroads 
from owning trucking and ship- 
ping interests should be elimi- 
nated. 


He also said lhal if high- 


speed rail service is to be de- 
veloped, at a cost of billions of 
dollars to the American public, 
parallel air routes should be 
eliminated and any resulting 
new jobs should be given to 
unemployed workers. 


Here are some excerpts from 


the interview: 


Q. Secrelary Coleman, Presi- 


denl Ford's plans for culling 
laxes requires an equivalent 
cul in expendilures, aboul $28 
billion overall. Where could 
some of Ihe Iransporlalion pro- 
grams be cut? 


A. I feel that part of my 


problem is to shift money from 


where we've been spending it 
to new places. Each year we 
commit ourselves lo spending 
$7 billion or $8 billion lo build- 
ing highways. If instead of 
building highways thai money 
was shifted to urban mass 
transporlalion, we haven'l real- 
ly increased Ihe overall budget. 


Q. Where are highway funds 


not expendable at this point? 


A. There are certain inter- 


stale highways lhal have lo be 
completed, wherever there's a 
highway between two cities 
lhal has nol been completed. In 
each city there has to be one 
interslale highway which goes 


Ihrough Ihe cily or goes around 
the city. Once you get past 
thai, you have to re-examine 
whelher addilional highways 
should be built, 
particularly 


when the decisions to build 
them were made 20 years ago 
when gasoline was cheap, it 
was unlimited. 


Q. II has been said lhat in 


many ways freighl service and 
continued freight 
line own- 


ership of the roadbed is a drain 
on whal Amlrak can do. How 
can lhal question be resolved, 
particularly in the Northeast? 


A. With the traffic density in 


the Northeast and the closeness 


of the cities, it would be my 
judgment that you could have 
liigh-speed 
trains 
between 


Washington and New York and 
New York to Boston. And it 
might be justifiable to use pub- 
lic money lo do that providing 
other Ihings are done at the 
same time. The figures are 
shocking. 


Q. Can you say what the fig- 


ures are? 


A. If you have a high-speed 


Irain il goes 150 miles an hour, 
which means you would get 
from Washington to New York 
in 2'/4 hours and from New 
York to Boston in three hours, 


it would cost $3.5 billion plus 
$800 million for rolling stock, so 
you're talking about $4.3 billion 
investment. If you're going to 
do that, I think public policy re- 
quires that 10 per cent of the 
money be provided by Ihe 
states. Secondly, I think public 
policy should require that the 
states or the cities ought to pay 
the cost of building the stations. 


Thirdly, I think I could jus- 


tify thai lype of public ex- 
pendilure loday only if it's done 
in such a way that we reduce 
somewhat the unemployment 
rate. To do that job you are go- 
ing to take a workforce of 2,000 


for maintainance to something 
like 19,000 people for five years. 
I don't think the public should 
be spending that type of money 
if it doesn't have public policies 
that will permit you to lake 
mosl of lhat extra workforce 
from Ihe relief roles, particu- 
larly when two-thirds of the 
work can be done by unskilled 
people. 


Q. What is your feeling on 


whether it would be worth $4.3 
billion? 


A. I think that type of ex- 


penditure in the long-run could 
be juslified if you gol Ihe job 
creation thai I described, and

we certainly ought to not build 
as many highways additional 
as people talk about building. 
Even more important, you have 
to make the decision thai once 
you get that speed down to 2lz 
hours from New York to Wash- 
ington, is it then correct public 
policy to permit people to still 
fly up on the shuttle, because 
one of the justifications is to 
take the traffic out the airways 
and put it on the train. 


Q. On freight service, your 


policy statement indicates that 
you are seeking a nationwide 
rail trunk system that could 
function with two or three car- 
riers coast to coast and one or 
two north-south carriers. What 
kind of merger activity do you 
see to accomplish this? 


A. We hope that the secretary 


would have authority to condi- 
tion making loans on the fact 
that there be these mergers, 
and if there weren't the merg- 
ers there would be no loans. I 
think it's shocking today that to 
move goods from Los Angeles 
to Boston you go across 11 dif- 
ferent railroads. 


Q. One of the proposals for 


solving some of the problems 
would involve more piggyback- 
ing of trucks on railroads. How 
far is your administration will- 
ing to go toward backing a de- 
velopment like that? 


A. I really think the prohibit- 


ion now which prevents rail- 
roads from owning trucks and 
water barge companies ought 
to be eliminated. You now have 
to figure out what is the most 
efficient way to move your 
goods. Competitor A, who can 
only make money if he moves 
it by the least efficient way — 
for example, rail — is not going 
to turn the shipment over to the 
truck. If the guy owns both the 
truck and the rail, he will move 
it in the way that is the most 
efficient. 


Q. In the long-run do you see 


the same kind of development 
in the airline industry as in the 
freight industry, that is, consol- 
idation, mergers, fewer lines 
handling 
service 
more 
ef- 


ficiently? 


A. I feel that there are cer- 


tain 
instances where 
there 


should be some basic mergers 
in the airline business. For ex- 
ample, TWA has a good route 
structure for summer months. 
In the winter, though, they 
don't have any routes that go 
north-south. On the other hand, 
Eastern has great north-south 
routes but they lose their shirt 
in the middle of summer. 


Q. What about Concorde? Are 


you going to grant U.S. landing 
rights? 


A. I'm in the process of read- 


ing a lot of material and talk- 
ing to a lot of people in trying 
to reach a decision. We have in 
draft form a very detailed envi- 
ronmental statement. When I 
make a decision, I will have a 
full 
environmental 
impact 


statement in front of me. I 
thought I was within a week of 
it, but I think now it's going to 
be longer. It's a complicated 
decision. 


Q. Is there any one factor 


that's complicating it? 


A. Well, there are a lot. Just 


to give you an example, there 
is not doubt that the Concorde 
is much more noisy than the 
747. But the 747 is much more 
noisy than a four-engine prop 
plane. If you were going to take 
the least noisy plane, you ob- 
viously would to go the glider. 
To say that something is more 
noisy doesn't necessarily give 
you the conclusive answer.

government," the 
Democrat- 


turned-Republican said. 


He also called for a con- 


stitutional 
requirement 
that 


members of Congress who seek 
the presidency 
resign 
their 


posts by Jan. 1 of the year im- 
mediately preceeding the na- 
tional nominating conventions. 


"Far too often today the an- 


swers we get to economic prob- 
lems are political ones," the 
former Texas governor said. 
"They are too often predicated
